The firft Letter writes in this manner. Some few 
daics agoe came the Lord Hegenmitter, from the E- 
letorof Bauaria, with good 1atisfation to his Im- 
periall Maicſty, that the land of Owerens ſhall ſhortly. 
bereſtored, and the Rebels ſeucrely puniſhed, for 
which purpoſe certaine Commiſſioners are appoin- 
ted to examin the particulars, either how the Coun- 
trey reuolted , or who was the occaſion of ſucha 
miſchicfc.. 

The 
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The Ambaſſadours of. Brthelew Gabor, when they 
vnderſtood, that the Emperor would nor giue them 
audicnce in perſon ſeemed much diſconteted, yer at 
laſt they not only deliuered their letters te the Lords 
of the Counſell appointed to entertaine them, bur 
propounded the Articles of the Peace to bee treated 
ypon: and itis genally reported by reaſon of certain 
letcers come our of Spazre to the Emperour for the 
concluding of a peace with Berhelem Gabor vpon any 
condition, becauſe the King of Spaize hath -imploy- 
ment ellewhere for all che forces hee can ſpare, that 
therefore the Emperor will dire&ly make an end of 
the treaty : whereupon already moſt of the ſouldiers 
in Bohemia and Morania are {ent into the lower Pala- 
7inate, and pariſons thereabouts : the Hungarians al- 
ſo arc willing to apeace, and labour all they can to 
haue the penurious ſouldicrs out of their territories : 
forintruth borh there and elſewhere, they are vnruly, 
impatient 8 cruelly couetous. Yetſome that would 
 ſeeme to vnderfiand more then others, ſay direQly, 

that the Prince Gabor bath already propounded feuen 
Articles, which are derogatory to his imperiall Ma- 
ieſty, vnleſſe it pleaſe him to hearken after amariage 
for his ſon with his elde daughter, then may ſome 
of theſe conditions be mitigated,and the Emperour 
have a friend ofhim, that is nowa profeſſed enemy. 
Butwhether war orpeace,the Emperor hath an army 
in readineſle of 20000 onely for this purpoſe to ſend 
into Hungary : and although there is a Chamber at 
the Court appointed for the treaty of peace : yetit 
is thought, that Berhlewms Gabors Ambaſladours ſhall 
be diſpatched preſently : and whereas it is rumored 
from Corſtantinop! e, how he Baſ-ſhaws and 1aniſe- 
3 ries 
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ries haue bandied and combined themſclues againſt 
the Grand Siegnenr : they will haue ſome tricke in it, 
& confederacy between Bethlem Gabor & the Twrks, 
to haue their torces in a readineſle, that ſo ypon ad- 
uantage they may ſet ypon H#7z2ary, and other Do- 
minions of the Emperor : but we hope his Maicfly, 
will confider of the miſchiefe, and hauean eye vpon 
their deſignes. 

The ſecond letter containeth thus much : The 10 
of this moneth his Imperiall Maieſty did fit in coun- 
ſellin the Chamber of accounts concerning the lo- 
wer Auſtria inthe houſe ofthe Lord Miſclenger,who 
is weake and ſickly with age : and gauec audience to 
the Commiſſioners of the hilly Townes in Hungary, 


and within a day or two the Palatize himſelfe and e- 


ther Lords came in perſon before the Councell in 
the Palace of the Lord of Eggenbers : ſo that the Ci- 
_ ty was full of ſtranger, and great Lords, whereupon 
the Merchants and tradeſinen after order by his Im- 
periall Maieſty, prepared a ſtately Maſcarado and 
dance, the deuice was the names of Ferd:;n4a»do and 
Elinora ina Circle very curiouſly and artifically, as 
intheir ſcuerall changes was apparant, and to adde 
vnto their paſtime, they held certaine cardes 1n their 
hands to the open view, which were diuer times tur- 
ned into ſcuerall ſhapes and coulors, as they turned 
themſclucs to make vp the cloles the letters. 

The 13 of Febr : the Hungarian Lords had audi- 
ence againe, and the generall meeting of the lower 
Auſtria was concluded vpon. 

The 14 of Feb: the Emperor and his Ewprefle E- 
linora went to paſtime themſelues on the Ice ofthe 
Daxow vpon {leddes, being accompanicd with diuers 
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Noble men : ar their returne the Cardinall of D;4d- 
richftein prouided a ſtately banquerfor the, & diuers 
other Lords that were not inthe journey were inui- 
ted ro attend his Maieſty, 

The 16 of Feb: the Count AMeggaw did the like, 
and all the Court was well pleaſed with theſe inter- 
cainments. 

For whereas in our laſt newes of a running at ring 
and other ſports,we told you it was contriued by two 
ſhepheards of Arcaaia: by this time they were diſco- 
uered and known to be the Lord of Herach, and the 
Colonell Deipenbuch, whereupon followed a more 
ſtatelier Maske,then the firſt, with iewels and prizes, 
to the Ladies of deſert, and whoſe beauty deſerued 

greateſt commoendation. 

The 18 day, the Biſhops and Lords aſſembled a- 
gaine about the peace, and the letters of the Lord 
Curtin fro Conſtantinople were publikely read, con- 
raining thus much,, that the 7zrke defires nothing 
more then a peace,by reaſon of histroubles in the ci- | 

ty,and that the aftaires of the Empire are not ſerled. 

Here alſo it was concluded, that the Cardinal!l of 
Didrichfteinſhould returne into Morauta,and be go- 

_vernor of that Country, as alfo diſpoſe of the marrti- 
All affaires. 

A thirdletter beginneth in this manner, vponthe 
laſt pablication of the Imperiall Edits concerning 
the ordering of the mint, and venting our the Empe- 

rers coyne at ſuch high rates : the City of Yeu» en- 
dureda great dearth,6: ſcarcity of promfion, which 
more and more increaſed by reaſon the Country 
facked their ſupplying the markers with victuals at 


F ſuch 
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ſuch rates as the Emperor had commanded: but in 
Prague it was worſe, for many there had forfeited 
their eſtates by diſobeying the Emperors proclama- 
tions,and efficcrs were appointed to look to the con. 
fiſcation, and bring the money 8 penalties into the 
Emperors Exchequer,and this(as it is feared) will be 
the end & iflue of theſe decrees in al the great cities. 

The Ambaſladours of Bethlem Gabor are now 
known by name, as alſo the Commiſſioners appoin- 
ted to treat with them. For Gavorthe Palatine of the 
land of Sobor, who is called 1»zericus, and the Lord 
Pagrani, Forthe Empcrour, the Lord Paſchraun, 
Count Efterhaſ;, Count Colalts, the Biſhop of Ruab, 
andthe Chancelor of Hungary: butit is ſuſpeted by 
reaſon of the Princes great demands of mony, which 
the Emperor hath notto disburſe,8& the diuers com- 
plaints ef the mountaine townes,whoſe treaſure Ga- 
bor caried quire away to Caſ-fhaw with him: nothing 
will be done to any purpoſe chough hee hath promi- 
ſed vato the Emperors accordiug to his conditions 
toioyne with the Emperor, and expell the 7T#rke our 
of Europe. 

A fourthletter intreateth ofche Duke of Bauarizs 
buſineſſe, who writ vnto the Emperour acredible in- 


with the Duke of Saxony, and conferred about the 
affaires of the Empire, and eſtabliſhing of the ſcuen 
Ele&ors in their priftinate dignity, ſo that if they 
ſhould giue way thus to the focaing ofthe Pala- 
tixe, there were no certainty for themſelues to con- 
tinuetheir proper inheritances. 
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| Whereupon he intreated Ceſar to acquaint his Ho- 
linefle with their proceedings,that ſome order might 
be taken to preuent further miſchtefe. For if they 
ſhould continue in this repining,and diſcontentmentr, 
there muſt needs follow ſome teartull attempts, and 
tronble ro the Empire : heallo certified his Maieſtic 
rhat the King of D-:nmarke had promiſed them aſfliſt- 
ance,and ſent a meſſage to the Lantſgraue of Heſſe to 
comfort himfelfe : For hee ſhould preſently be rclie- 
ued,and if he could keepe his townes till the ſummer, 
there ſhould come a ſufficient armie ro defend his 
countrey : what the Emperorsanſwer will be we can- 
not tell:but it is ſuppoſed, that he will cake a courſe to 
ſend preſently both to Reme and Spaine. For ſodaine 
newes is come tO Yzens, that the French King is lea- 
uying forces in Picaray, and reſolueth cither to ſend 
into the Yaltoline,or toattempt ſomerhing vpon Ar- 
tors, and thoſe countries bordering on Lorraine ; and 
this was the reaſon,why the King of Spaine vrged the 
Emperour to make what peace he cond with Beth ler 
Gavor,that he might imploy his forces nearer home, 
citherto make a defenſive warre, if France ſhould 
proie& the recouerie of Artois : or offenſive , if the 
Low-countrics were no better provided, then as yet 
they made ſhcy for. In this manner write theſe Let- 
ters,by which it is apparant,that either the Princes of 
Ernrope are icalous of Spaines greatnes, or Spain him- 
ſclte is iealous of his owne honour: For by all pofhibi- 
litie,lightir where it will, the wars will and muſt in- 
creale,and the Low-countrics of all others had need 
ſind vpon a guard of ciccumſpcRion ; For their vtter 
vo» B ruine 
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ruine is now aymed at, and that ſuddenly cues this 
very oummer. Y 


From Prague the 24. of February. 


From Pragve the Letters are full of complaints, 
| both concerning the wants of the Country , and the 
watchings of the Emperours Commiſſioners : For 
not long agoe there were certaine-Proclamations in 
the lower towne, intimating what puniſhments the 
Burgers had deſerucd for their former rebellion: and 
ſo they were alſo diuulged both in the old and new 
rowne ; yea, they inferred, that the Lords and Gen- 
tlemen of the countrey were in the ſame eſtate, if ex- 
tremity might be vrged againſt them. 

Burt his Imperiall Maieſtic , notwithſtanding theſe 
defaults, out of his accuſtomed clemency is conten- 
red to forgive them , if they will bring into his trea- 
ſurie according to their ability ſummes : ſome ten, 
ſome ahundred.ſome a thouſand Rixdollers'; till the 
ſumme of 500000 be ſupplyed : but you muſt conft- 
der.there be diners of thefe Burgers reputed ſuch ma- 
Iecftators,that nothing will ſerue the turne, but confil- 
cation both of Jands and goods. 

For other particulars they write out of S7/efia , 
that though the King of Swedez 1s euery way vn- 
willing to diſquiet the Countries;yet the rumor is ſo 
{tirring, that Polapd is raifing of men, that his coun- 
trie is as ready to take vp armes in his defence , and 
the Hans townes are willing to aty contribution, {6 
farre forth as the King of Denmarke afteceth the 
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cauſe , but for Pola24, it is but meerely a ſuſpition for 
him to come agaiaſt Sweden, For hee hath reaſon to 
muſter what forces he can,to keepe his ownconfines, 
conſidering the countries round about him are in a 
manner all vp inarmes, namely, Walachia, MHaulda- 
ia,Tranſylvania,and Hungaria,who all depend vpon 
Bethlem Gabors direQions, which when the treaty is 
ended, will be diſcoucred. 

They alſo write, that the Dollars are euery where 
aduanced, and there are certaine bargaines made with 
divers which have brought confiſcated goods. 

For fince rhe laſt inhibition in TIuly, and the 
eivng way to certaine Officers called Informers,the 
Emperour hath much increaſed his Coffers, and the 
hate ofthe people. 

In another Letter from Prazue , I finde thefe par- 
eiculars : Thatat Warchſlow in Poland a Turkiſh Em- 
baſhe came to giue the King warning , thathee did 
not aide the Emperor againſt Bethlem Gabor,which 
although you recciued for newes the laft weeke , 
yet you were not made acquainted with the circum- 
ſtances, which were to this purpoſe, that by reaſon 
of the Poliſh Ambaſſadours vnbefitting entertain- 
ment in Conſtantinople, the Poloxians began to mil: 
doubt themſelues, and ſo muſtered men in many pla- 
ces. The Turke againe vnderſtanding of the Poliſh 
preparation, and enformed by the Baſhaw of Buda, 
that there was a purpoſe to ſend ſome forces into 
Hungary to afſtift the Emperour , which muſt needs 
bee a breach of the Peace, or ſome proic againft 
the Houſe of 0750247 : ſenta peremptory meſſage, 
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topreuent the matter , intimating plainely , that the 
Hungarians had complained of the Houle of A4uftr;a 
ro his Baſhaws,and would have no King but the Trax. 
filuanian Prince, wherein hee would aflift him ; let o- 
ther matters fall out as they could. 

They alſo certifie thus much, that how euer the 
Marqueſle of Dermſtrat hath beene the onely pro- 
feſt enemy of the Palatines, euen as farre as com- 
plaining to the Pope of the Heretikes : yet now the 
Lantſeraue Lodwike of Dermſirat is contented to. 
meet the Ele&tor of Brandeaberg at Dreſden ; yea, it 
was once d:termincdy, that for all -Mesſeur Tilleys 
foraging of Aeſſen,the Duke of Saxon would go with 
theſe Lords to Magdenburg, to Manritins Laniſgraue 
of Heſſe, about the recouery of this Countrey , and 


driuing of Tilley from thoſe pasts. Bat herein lyes ſo 


many difficulties, that till time contrives ſomething 
for them, wee will not bee too preiudicate in any 
thing. 

I haue yeta third Letter from Prague, which as it 
ſeemes cemes from Yienra : For it onely repeats cer- 
taine things, which haue bin atedthere, adding thus 


much, that forall Bethlem Gabor ſcemes to treat of a 


Peace, and that the Inhabitants of the mountaine 
townes haue complained for the carying away their 
Ordnance,and their coined money : yer doth Bethlem 
Gabor proceed , and being in Caſhaw, hath fortified it, 

asalfo ſtored diuers ſtrong Caſtles. with the former 
- ordnance, and made great Courts of guard for his 
Turkes and Tartars, ſo that his armic increaſcth , let 
- mentalke of what peace they liſt. 


But 
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Bat whereas you haue heard ofa certaine propofi- 
tion made to the Emperor for Bethlem Gabor to haue 
the goucrnment of Hungary, howeuer the Emperor 
might aduance his ſtile with the title, and ſoa peace 
_. to beconcluded,& a means wroght to expel the Turk 
out of Enrope,al which the B:ſhaw of A/ba Regalis was 
made acquainted with. It is certaine, there wasa po- 
licy vſed in it to bring the Prince of Traxſeluania in 
diſpleaſure with the great Turk,whereby there mighr 
be hope to deny him further athſtance, and then the 
Emperor as hethrines in Germany, might match him 
alſo in Hungary well enough. 

To this they adde, that the Emperour will pay his 
ſouldiers out of the confiſcations of the goods of the 
Bohemians, and that hee hath ſent for the Lord $Scla- 
wayla in all haſte to come to him to Pragze, but for 
whar purpolc isnot certainly knowne.. 3 


From Cullen, March 3. 

The Letters from Cx/ez buſie themſelues much a- 
bour the Baron of Azholtand the Impcciall forces, 
yea they willnot haue Yandenbergen to retire into ga- 
riſon after his incurſion into Gelderlaxd.But adde vn- 
to the ſtory in this manneer, that the. firſt Sarurday 
in March they made abridge,and went ouer the Icel 
again, with purpoſe now to.goe into the Ifland called 
the Bettow,& forage it,'and ſo haue their boats meet 
them, and make them bridges ouer the Riuers, as 
they had occaſton to paſle, neuer defiſting vnrill they 
came to Scertogenboſch : but when againe it was ob- 
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iefted that the boats muſt come by Schinck Skonce; 
and that the gariſons of the States were very thicke in 
thoſe quarters, they onely ſhewed themſelues to the 
townes, and marched away in this manner, 

The Yana conſiſted of his ſtrongeſt foot, and beſt 
armed : then followed the Ordnance with the Can- 
noniers and Pioners : then came the maine batrell, 
which were moſt of them Pikes and Halbardiers:then 
the baggage and cariages:after themthe zere, and laſt 
ofall the horſe. Yet you muſt conſider, that as they 
marched,they had certaine Iight-horſe for diſcouery, 
and field pieces, which flancked them in their mar- 
ches, and mighr endanger the enemy, i they ſhould 
burſt out afarre off:and this they did in the beginning 
of March, 

They alſo write from Bremen, that the forces of 
CAnholt had an enterpriſe vpon Stickhowſen in Eaſt 
Frieſland, but failed as in all other things that they 
tooke in hand this winter. But the maine point was 
to.cntertaine ſome of their forces into Bremer, and 
horſe into the villages, which was continually denied 
them, whereupon the City was continually threat- 
ncd, and many rumours given out, that Tz/ly had ta- 
ken it and ſurpriſed it in revenge : But the truth 1s, 
theſe forces all retired towards Linger, whichis a 
Rendezvous for the Spaniſh army to meet, as ſoone 
as the weather breakes vp, and they are refolued to 
come into the field carlier then they were wont, for 
they haue taken all the ſtraw and corne of the Coun- 
try into their poſſeſſion, and the ſouldier is prohibited 
from ſelling ofthe oxen & ſheep which they brought 

as 
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as booty out of Gelderland,to ſupply their own turhs 
as occaſion ſhould ſeruc : for at firſt they were ſo la- 
uiſh, that they {old an oxe for three Rixdollers, anda 
ſhcepe for 9 pence or 12 pence. Befides, they tooke 
many priſoners, which they ranſomed at cafie rates, 
and got much money. Thus lay the Letters that come 
from Cullez, and if they be written to friends of their 
owne profeſſion, they adde great brags and words of 
oftentation, that they haue in a manner vndone the 
States, and fo pillaged the Country,and neighboured 
them round about with enemies, that itis impoſſible 
to ſcape their hands, Sp;z9/a means to proſecute them 
this ſummer. For whether they are able to bring any 


army into the field or no,the Spaniard meanes to ſet 
vpon Minden, Emden,and Bremen, 


From Amſterdam, March 10. 

Howeuer we are excluded from hauing any place 
of reſidence in Spazne, and debarred all entercourſe 
oftrafficke, yet I hope you imagine we arenot ſo pe 
nurious of policy and ynderſtanding, but wee hauec 
friends in Spaine,and Letters from cuery great town, 
whereby weare aſſured that the King of Spazne with 
his Grandesand Councell arc refolued ro continne 
the warre againſt the Vnited Prouinces, and now to 
preſle them more violently then cuer they did, by ta- 
king aduantage on their weaknefle, the inconuenien- 
ces they arc newly ſubtect vato : and becauſe their 
filuer fleet is not yet come home, nor of any certain- 
ty when it comes, by reaſon our ſhips doe fo watch 
them there, they haue prepared a great Nauy: to con- 
uoy them home, they hauc ſtayed many ſhipsin ſeue- 
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call ports, they have taxed the Engliſh Merchants at 
a ducat extraordinary vpon euery Tun, and. ſent all 
the forces they can out of Italy, to augment their ar- 
mies by land : and becauſe they are in doubt of pay. 
ing them, the contributions muſt bee doubled in the 
country, and the Prouinces ſubiugated muſt be rifled, 
rather rhen the army ſhall want. 


But now if we brag not roo much by our Letters, 


as they doe by theirs, forall wee have newes of the 
lofle of 60 peeces of ordnance, or neere thercabour, 
which two men of warre of Duznkirke, and certaine 
Scallops ſurpriſed , being brought obſcurely in an 
Engliſh bottome, whom they will haue to come ſo 
neere the ſhore of purpoſe to auoid ſuſpition, and 
cary the matter more cleanly: yet have we ſome com- 
forts, and better hopes, that God will helpe vs, when 
man ſeemeth furtheſt off, But before I come to parti- 
culars, I muſt necds ſay that the Dankirkers, haue 
good intelligence, and there are falſe friends in our 
boſomes to acquaint them with the fraught of this 
ſhip, which was ſo ſuddenly ſurpriſcd, that our men 
of warre haling abour their coaſts, and ſometimes 
lying at anchor before their ports, knew not of it be- 
fore it was done. For the fight was ſo little, and the 
ſurpriſe was ſo ſudden,that al wasended ere we could 
hoiſe vp anchor, ordiſcharge a peece of Ordnance - 
yer amongſt our Merchants here 1s nothing but won- 
der and maruel how they durſt put in practice ſuch an 
enterpriſe, conſidering it was an Engliſh ſhip, and 
thar it might give an occaſion of ſome breach, valcſle 
reſtitution were made.

from timeto time,thatthe Prizces of Enrope will 
not ſuffer Spajze to increaſe in this terrifying 
greatnes,butrather to look themſelues,that they 
be not ouertoppedand ouercome vnawWares. 

6 Laftof all, that his Maieſtie of great Br:- 
zainewill out of Princely compaſsion, and the 
Lawes of Neighbourhood and charitie, takepi- 
tie vpon vs;and neither ſuffer vs to be ouerrunne, 
nor Ezzland to be counterchecked with any da- 
rins threats or forces of what Natien ſocuer, e- 
ſpecially ſo to be chary of her narrow Seas,that

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no Naule preſume to come into them by way of 
intrufion, or worke vpon England to abuſe her 
gooddiſpoſttion with raſh or malitious enterpri- 
ſes, & thus much for the Hol/anders comforts, as 
they are conceiued amongſt them atthis inſtant. 

Now concerning the newes of the Spainiards 
threatning of Holland, and the wonderfull Let- 
 tetsthat haue bene carried into Spaize and Yiew- 
#a,as if they were ſure to preuaile indeed : giue 
me leaue to ſhew you one Letter more, as they 
write of this buſineſſe from Amſterdam, and as 
neereas Ican, I will not ſwerue fromthe ori-

- In Brabant, eſpecially at Antwerp, the newes 
was quickly divulged,that the Count Henry Y ax- 
den Bergb was already Maſter of the Yelrow,and 
had taken Rheacnand Wazgenhen, and quite de- 
feated Monſieur de Marquett, whereupon they 
made no queſtionto enter preſently vpon the V- 
nited Proxinces, ſaying preſumpruouſly, thatall 
their itrength and proſperitic hung,as it were,by 
a ſmall filken threed, and that now they would 
eaſily be brought vader the dominion of the K. 
of Spaine. 

But I make no queſtion, by this time they 
will tell another tale, ſceing it is certaine, that 
theſe things were but inyented to keepe certaine 
| ſtraglers Engliſh, Swiſſe,and 1talians the cloſer to 
them, which were running away : or to diſhear- 
ten our welwillers, who halfe ſuppoſe we are vt- . 
terly vndone. | 

For the truth s,that Count Hezry Y anden Ber. 
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zen hath loſt by this inuaſion ſome 3000. men 
one or other who periſhed partly by cold, partly 
by famine, and the ſword, yeathere were 1000, 
- takenpriſoners, being notable to follow thereaf- : 
ter,and there was {uch a feare-among them, as 
they lay yet neere tothe Wood, that whenſoe- 
uer the cold winde madeany noyce inthe ſame 
they knew not what to doe, butran vp and down 
diſtracted, as if the Prince of Orange was com- 
ming withan Army to ſet vponthem. 7 
And although with military pollicy & Dilſci- 
pline they baricadod the paflages, which cut 
downe Trees,and other deuiſes, as caſting vp of 
Banks;yet were they wonderfully plunged,cfpe= 
cially on the Friday,that it thawed, which made 
them diffuſed in their retreat, and they returned 
ouer the 1/e out of order, cuery one miſtruſting 

hee ſhould tarry too long. 

- Attheſametime there ran many away, and 
more without queſtion would haue done ſo, if 
the horſe had:not been commanded to kill them, 
ſo that for all their brags of ſo many Oxen and 
 Sheepe obtainedas a prey, it 15 not to be belee= 
ued, what want and miſery they indured: but as 
foonas they heard that the Prince of Orenge was

Attheſameinſtant the Marquefle Spinola and 
ſome other Commanders drew their forces like-

Rand ypon their Guard, and bee inreadineſſeto- 
come into the field; yet for all this great care 
and noble expedition,the Enemy ſceinghe could: 
doe no good ypon 0/dumpt, pillaged Winſcoten, 
Heylegerlee,Welde,Slochteren and Zidebern + then 
they hy a night at Noort and Zaitbrock, where 


they fired ſome Houſes, as enraged that the In- 
habirants fled fromthem and carried their Cat- 
tell and monty with them, to placcs of greater 
ſtrength and ſecurity : yet did the Enemy take 
away ſome Cattle and Booty,yea diners Boores:
